his mission was undertaken in the

i \ \ ve bipe of Denmark. Barthulomew 
eae ‘ " . 
Aiegenbale. and Tlenry Plutseho, of the 


universiiy ef Fable, were the first who 
enadged in these labours of lave. They 
embarked on the 29th Nov. 1708, and on 
the Sth of July tellowing arrived at Tran- 
avehar : } , r Meleahar Fj | 
iwenar on tie coast of Aiaiadar. ind- 
ing here a great many Portuguese, as 
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began immediately to lear the languages 
of the former, and the other that gf the 
latter. Such were the application and 
industry of these men, that in a short 
time they were able to declare to the peo- 
ple in their own lang age “ the wonder- 
ful works of God,’ tn the year 1) 709 
they were joined by three more mission: 
aries. And in the following year the 
wee pe: e ofa suciety instituted in Kng- 
land in 7Ol, anc denominated «The So- 
ety for promoting Christian Kuow- 
ledve.? was extended to them. Previous 
to this,however, Zievenbalg and Plutscho 
Lad succeeded in building a church, and 
had Yormed a ¢ ongregation a of 60 vor 70 
communicants. ‘Lhus re-inforced, and 
they pursued the business of 
their taission, and notwithstanding many 
diiticulties, atid w little opposition, in a 
short time established a large congrega 
tion. and several flourtshing se hools.-— 
Yt ey also tranusiatedthe whole Scriptures 
into the language of the country, and 
distributed many Cupies among the peo- 
ple. 

In the year 1715 a college was formed 
at Co; wed dele by the king of }onmark, 
for the purpose of fac Hitating and enlarg- 
ing the work of the Mission in the East 
indies. Our readers will be pleased to 
see an extract from the Instructions of 
the King to the Mission ary College, 

* Every member is to Uiink it his duty, 
after hearty prayers putup for that pur- 
pose, to lay to heaita work ol So wreata 
concern, aud to employ what gifts Proyi- 
denée hath bestowed upon him for ad- 
vancing so Christian a design, viz. That 
the Gospel of Clirist be preached to the 
Gentiles, and thereby many souls be 
brought over to Jesus Christ ; and par- 
tic ular ly that the Mission designed by us 
for that purpose, be supported, furthered, 
and facilitated. 
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“You are to make it your particular 
eare., to assist the Mis<ionaries 
employed in this work,viz. to ailord them 
useiu! instructions, to correct in them 
Whatis aiu.ss,. fo encourage them im the 
pursuit obtae work, to can trive ways for 
their timely sup; iby. that they may cheer- 
{ul} ly prosecute so ¢ wid oa desig . and 
reidily atlend Hie junction they are en- 
gaged in. 

* You ought seriously to consider of 
procuring Fr inore lab mrers to be seut on 
the same errand. after thev have been 
sufficiently tried, and f und duly qualifi- 
ed tor that work. and fit to succerd the 
Missionaries, il need be, in so weighty 
a station. 

+ You ought to consider what methods 
may be taken with the heathen, even af- 
ter dhey have embraced the Christian re- 
Jigion, thereby Lo promore their spiritual 
aud temporal interest, VIZ. How the yand 
their children, (besides the knowles ive of 
the pr inciple . of 6 hvistianity, ) may be 
iusteucted in other useful arts and sci- 
ences, and how also they may be employ- 
ed, according to their respective dispos!- 
tions ande apace ities. 

About this time, the Missionaries hav- 
ing met with many difficulties, aud not 
bi ing SUDO te) as was necessary. Ziv - 
made a voyage to Europe. and 
by his activiiv and zeal excited consider- 
able interest in the missionary cause a- 
mong Christians of various denomina- 
tions. Hlaving returned to India, he ard 
his brethren prosecuted thetr labours 
with much zeal, and with considerable 
success. 

A'ter the first inissionara had finished 
dis course, he was foliow dd, savs Dr. Bu- 
chanan, vy Htne learne and zealous 
men, upwards of hilty in number ia the 
pe niol a hundred Vears., AMON whor 
were Gericke, and 
Schwartz, whose miuistey bas been con-

jects. When Tanjore was besieged, and 
the garrison perishing with hunger, aud 
when the Rajah solicited and promised 
invain; Mr. Swartz, by merely giving 
his own personal proinise of payment t 
the country people, prevailed on them to 
bring in corn by miyht, and thus saved 
that important fortress. The late Rajah 
of Tanjore, though a Heathen, frequently 
consulted Mr. Swartz. on affairs of mag- 
nitude, and also committed to the care of 
Mr. Swartz. his adopted son, the presen! 
Rajah ; a voung prince who favours the 
Christians in consequence of the impres- 
sions made upon his mind by his rever- 
end guardian. 

Tne labours of Mr. Swartz. were not 
confined to the instruction and conver- 
sion of the Hindoos : but with with equal 
earnestness and fidelity he exhorted no- 
minal Chrisfians, whenever they came in 
his way; English, Portuguese, and hl 
man; ta renentence towards God, ¢ d 
faith in our Lord Jesus Christ.” in o set 
to forgiveness and salvation. After near 
half a century of uninterrupted and ¢s 
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cessive labors and self-denial in the ser- 
vice of Christ, L find him, in a sevies of

place their depeudence on some other 
foundation ; Ok suThe quality, or suppos- 
ed excellence in themselves: on their 

own wisdom,and prudence; on the good- 
ness of their own heart: on their own 

strength and resolutions ; on the merit of 
their services, at least on the sincerity of 
their obedience. Or if they do take 
Christ into their scheme, and build UNO! 

him; yet they build upon him only in 
part, ia conjunction with some of these 
other foundations. They build on Christ, 
and on themselves too: and in some de- 
gree will share with him in the honor of 
their salvation. But the true Christian 
depends on Christ alone. He buiids on 
this fuundation, and on no other besides. 
It is on Clirist’s merits alone. and not on 
his own,either in the whole orin part,that 
he relies.’—* He has itnuumerable sins 
which need forgiveness, and he feels that 
he cannot stand before God in judgment; 
but he relies with full securitv in the 
faithful declaration, Whe blood of Jesus 
Christ cleanseth from all sin. He has 
many difticulties to be overcome, many 
enemies to ve encountered, many lusts 
to be subdued ; but he confides on the 
promise of his Lord, My grace is suffi- 
eicnt for thee. In short, he exclaims 
with the Psalmist, ocill geo in the strength 
of the Lord God : I wilt male mention o 

thy righteousness, even of thine only. 

* Simplicity of obedience is another 
distinguishing feature of the true Chris- 
tian. Ashe takes the promises of God 
for his dependence, go he takes the pre- 
cepts of God tor his rule. Ife does not 
presume to call tn question the reasona- 
bleness, the propriety, or the justice of 
any of the divine commandments. He 
does not search out for arguments to jus- 
tify his neglect or his violation of them. 
He does not plead the strictness of the 
law, the strength of the temptation, or 
his own weakness, as any excuse for his 
disobedience, or any extenuation of his 
euilt. It is his prevailing endeavour and 
constant prayer, that norevard to his own 
priv ite ease or yniter e at no fear of the re- 
proach or ridicule of the world, may (le- 
ter him from a conscientious discharge ot 
his duty. His judgment is liable to er- 
rer: but his heart is right with God. He 
may net always clearly discern the path 
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which he ought to choose; but when this
